Minister Accuses Mayor 


Of Pie Eating Cheating

Mayor Judith Davis was pub- 
licly accused of cheating from 
the dais of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Church sanctuary by its 
minister, the Reverend Daniel 
Hamlin on Sunday of Labor Day 
Weekend. He charged that the 
mayor had switched her half- 
eaten peach pie with the mostly 
eaten pie of City Manager 
Michael Mclaughlin at the annual 
Labor Day Festival Pie Eating 
Contest. “This is not the first 
time that an elected public offi- 
cial has taken credit for the work 
of public employees,” he said. 

Hamlin also charged mistreat- 
ment by other pie participants. 
He told his congregation that he 
had apologized to all concerned 
for his. past misbehavior at pie 
eating contests. He had felt that 
by being dressed entirely in 
white, other participants would 
give him the respect he felt he 
deserved, but they had not. 

This reporter watched the pie 
contest, but fron’ a safe distance. 
He did not observe any cheating, 
but did see Hamlin showered 
with ice and pie by the other 
participants. However, in this 
reporter's opinion, Hamlin failed 
to turn the other cheek, and re- 
sponded in kind. 

He had, however, apologized 
for his past conduct prior to the 
contest start. Hamlin had chal- 


lenged last year’s contest results. 
He claimed victory for himself 
for consuming the most pies by 
chucking the uneaten pies into a 
trash bag concealed under his 
vestments. However, last year’s 
participants had accused the min- 
ister of cheating, the act he now 
repented this year. 

The contest was delayed by 
one of the many downpours that 
occurred during the festival. 
That delay was apparently an ex- 
cuse for some of the expected 
participants to fail to show. 
However, after searching the 
gathering crowd for potential ce- 
lebrity participants, the city man- 
ager dispatched two young girls 
to use their feminine wiles on a 
young reporter and lure him into 
the future fray. 

Final participants were: 
Mayor Davis, Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts, McLaughlin, 
Carl Hille, a reporter for a news- 
paper the name of which escapes 
me, and a boy named Patrick. 

This year Pat Brent of the 
New Deal Cafe, sponsor of the 
contest, brought out delicious 
looking peach pies on trays of ice. 
Gone were the cream pies of last 
year. Rules were also changed. 
Brent announced this year’s win- 
ner would be the person who 
could first finish or consume the 


most pie in three minutes time —

They 
also need guidance to install 
third-party software on their 
Novell program file server, which 
runs Windows 3.1 programs to all 
the classrooms. ; 

How will the computers en- 
hance the students’ education? 
The short answer is: Prince 
George’s County’s goal is to fully 
integrate technology and the 
internet into all of the curriculum, 
particularly the 3 R’s: reading, 
‘riting, and ‘rithmetic. 

In addition to the county’s 
goal, the long answer 1s: 
Greenbelt teachers want ‘to put

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Woodland Way Work 2000 Outstanding Citizen 


Subject of Meetings 

Acting Director of Public 
Works, Kenny Hall, announced 
neighborhood meetings on Thurs- 
day, September 7 and Thursday. 
September 14 to explain upcom- 
ing street improvements on 
Woodland Way. Both meetings 
are to be held at 7:30 p.m. at the 
corner of Woodland Way and 
Hillside Road. 

Some time in September or 
October, street improvement 
work will begin on Woodland 
Way. The work will consist of 
replacing all curbs and gutters on 
both sides of the street and resur- 
facing of the street. (In areas 
that have a. “rolled” curb, 
“rolled” curb will be put in. In 
areas where there 1s “standard” 
curb, “standard” curb will be in- 
stalled.) 

Hall said this work will cause 
interruptions at the driveways as 
the curb and gutters and, in some 
cases, a part of the driveway is 
replaced. Residents will not be 
able to use their driveways for 
one or two days, but there will 


be on-street parking. Signs will. 


be posted a week prior to the 
start of construction. 

After the concrete work is 
completed, a contractor will be- 
gin street repairs. The street will 
be milled first, after which a new 
two-inch asphalt surface will be 
applied. 

Hall hopes residents will at- 
tend one of the meetings to learn 
about the project. Questions 
about the project, either before or 
during construction, should be 
directed to Hall at the Public

Property Owners in City 
May Face New Rules

New regulations and fees affect- 
ing city property owners will be con- 
sideréd for final passage at the Sep- 
tember 11 regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council. A resolution 
raising nonresidential occupancy li- 
cense fees will also be considered. 

Four ordinances will be consid- 
ered revising the city code chapters 
governing Buildings and Building 
Regulations; Licenses, permits, and 
miscellaneous building regulations; 
Planning and Development (to 
change soil and erosion control 
regulations); and Streets and Side- 
walks (to provide for annual verifi- 
cation that surety bonds are to re- 
main in full force and effect). The 
major changes are summarized below. 

Building Regulations — 

If the revised ordinance is 
adopted, the city will be allowed to 
place liens against any property 
with unpaid fines or fees, including 
court judgments. In addition, the 
city will be able to correct emer- 
gency conditions and recover the 


costs using ljens. , 


Where city officials have reason 
tO suspect a property code violation 
but cannot gain voluntary entry to 
the property, they can request an 
administrative search warrant. 

Occupancy license renewal fees 


will now be due 60 days prior to 
the expiration of the current permit. 
' Burglar Alarms 

Under the proposed changes to 
Chapter 10 of the city code, the city 
will license burglar alarm businesses 
(companies that install, repair or 
monitor alarms), as well as nofresi- 
dential businesses using the alarms 
that already require a license. 

The ordinance would also in- 
crease the fines for businesses with 
more than 12 false alarms to $250 
(up from $200) per false alarm, im- 
pose a $50 late fee on fines not 
paid within 30 days in addition to 
allowing the city to deny police re- 
sponse to future alarms until the 
fines and a $100 reinstatement fee 
are paid. The two-year nonresiden- 
tial alarm license fee will increase 
to $100 (from $50). The city will 
work with homeowners to reduce 
residential false alarms, but will not 
impose license or false alarm fees.

If approved the ordimances will 
require work to begin within 60 
days of a city permit for construc- 
tion, alteration, enlargement, renova- 
tion or demolition and eliminates 
the requirement that the city Board 
of Appeals issue a decision within 
21 days of the receipt of a written —

Shakespeare on the Green 2000 | 
Played Well Despite Heat

Despite a mercilessly piercing 
sun, background noise, and many 
other attractions around, the 
Greenbelt Arts Center’s 
Shakespeare on the Green produc- 
tion of “Macbeth” at this year’s 
Labor Day Festival drew a large 
crowd which stuck with the play 
throughout a very hot and muggy 
Labor Day afternoon. 

Director Michael D. Cooney, 
who also played MacDuff, in- 
tended the play to have an authen- 
tic flair. Therefore, he not only 
produced it for an open air stage 
in a festival setting, but also 
marched his “acting troupe” with 
costumes and gear from the Arts 
Center to the festival stage while 
an actor played the only instru- 
ment used in the play: a drum. 
Cooney did a marvelous job guid- 
ing the audience through this tale 
of witchcraft, greed, and murder 
although he made one significant 
change to Shakespeare’s original: 
he used a one-hour-and- 15-minute 
version of “Macbeth,” first pro- 
duced in 1934 by the Globe The- 
ater in Chicago. 

Matt Oney was persuasive as 
the most famous Scotsman. From 
the beginning until Macbeth meets 
his destiny, Oney showed loyalty 
and love for his wife as well as 
adequately displaying his moral 
dilemma concerning the slaying. 
Cooney picked a dedicated actor 
for this difficult role who had no 
trouble staying focused although 


trapped inside a heavy, thick cos- 


tume during one of this summer's 
worst days. Oney does, however, 
need to speak louder in order to 
be heard clearly, especially by the 
audience sitting to the side of the 
stage. 
Cast as Lady Macbeth, Patricia 
Penn — who was also the pro- 


ducer — was just as confident as 
her stage husband. 
clear that she was the dominant 
partner in their marriage and quest 
for power. Nevertheless, she too 
was not without a conscience.

Pittman and Geagan have 
found that computers motivate 
children to do assignments that 
they might be reluctant to do 
otherwise. And, to be fully inte- 
grated into society in an industri- 
alized nation, students. must be 
computer literate. 

Wonderful sites are available 
online for children. Lightspan. 
com, EnchantedLearning.com, 
and ComptonsEncyclopedia.com 
are examples of educational web 
sites. Activities such as writing 
biographies of the First Ladies 
are made more appealing when 


the students do research on the . 


White House internet site. Last 
year Greenbelt Elementary stu- 
dents researched their Science 
Fair projects online. 

Typically the teachers book- 
mark helpful internet sites to 
speed up the students’ research 
and then the students use word 
processing to write their reports. 
In addition, this year the teachers 
hope the students will be able to 
make graphs to enhance their 
project displays.
